In 1999, the DPH and sev- 
eral other agencies investigat- 
ed a report from residents con- 
cerning a cancer cluster in the 
Kelly Hill area of Wilmington 
and the town as a whole. Types 
of childhood cancers in the 
investigation included brain 
cancer, Hodgkin's disease, non- 
Hodgkin's lymphoma, and 
leukemia. The most recent 
available data had been collect- 
ed between the years 1987 and

Few candidates campaign for open posts

Such a phrase is invoked here 
not to suggest the quality of 
candidates who are running for 
public office this spring, but 
instead to describe the small 
number of them who have 
thrown their hats into the polit- 
ical .

Cases of Whooping Cough confirmed

WILMINGTON - The 
Whooping Cough is back. 
According to the local Board 
of. Health, three cases of 
Pertussis, which is popularly 
known as the “Whooping 
Cough,” have been confirmed 
at Wilmington High School. 
Parents throughout the school 


FitzGerald, who every year 
must monitor the disease when 
it reappears. 

Pertussis is most commonly 
spread through germs released 
into the air by coughing. The 
infectious period of the disease 
kicks in two weeks before the 
actual coughing begins. The 
coughing, which worsens at 
night, can trigger spasms and 
vomiting. The condition can 
continue to affect the body for 
as long as three weeks if it is 

“The cases get worse in the 
winter because there is so 
much dry air in the classrooms 
and elsewhere,” says Nurse 


FitzGerald. “However, there is 
not a set season for the disease 
because it rotates around.” 

Testing for Pertussis varies. 
A nasal swab is conducted to 
determine the existence of the 
disease in children under the 
age of eleven, whereas a blood 
test is taken to do so in individ- 


Bactrim for 14 full days. 
Before a student who has test- 
ed positive for Pertussis can 
return to school, he or she must 
first have had completed five

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Teaching position caps 
budget appropriations 


WILMINGTON - During a 
brief meeting that was held on 
Wednesday, February 27, the 
School Committee approved an 
appropriation for an additional 
third grade teacher at the 
Woburn Street School for the 
coming school year. 

The funds for such an appro- 
priation have become available 
in light of the savings created 
when a teacher at the school 
recently embarked on a leave 
of absence. 

“We can adequately cover that 
position and all of its needs, 
including classroom supplies,” 
Superintendent Geraldine 
O'Donnell assured the commit- 
tee. 

At its meeting on February 13, 
the School Committee tabled 
the issue surrounding the addi- 
tional third grade teacher to 
the next time it convened. The 
unanimous vote to add the third 
grade teacher sealed the total 
appropriation of $22,840,250 that 
Superintendent O'Donnell has 
proposed in her budget for the 
Fiscal Year of 2003. 

The need for a new teacher 
became evident to 
Superintendent O’Donnell and 
Administration and Finance

Director Kevin Mahoney after 
the student population rose 
somewhat at the Woburn Street 
School. Principal Robert 
Arsenault and the Woburn 
Street School Advisory Council 
concurred with the superinten- 
dent’s recommendation prior to 
the School Committee meeting 
on February 27. 

Said School Committee 
Barbara Breakey, “I'm very, 
very pleased to see this recom- 
mendation come forward.” 

The new third grade teacher 
will be using the art room at 
the school, a decision that 
means that the art teacher will 
have to go from classroom to 
classroom to teach students 
while their teachers are taking 
their “prep” periods. 

Said Superintendent 
O'Donnell, “The art teacher 
will have some office space that 
we will provide for her for sup- 
plies and materials.” 

Such an arrangement prompt- 
ed committee member Joan 
Duffy to inquire whether or not 
another room was available at 
the school for the art teacher. 
When O'Donnell answered that 
there was not, Duffy asked 
what would be the cost for a 
portable classroom that could 


be attached to the school and 
used by the art teacher. The 
answer? According to 
O'Donnell, $100,000. 

(Editor's Note: In the 
February 20 edition of the Town 
Crier, it was incorrectly report- 
ed that the Wilmington Middle 
School, not the Woburn Street 
Primary School, was the loca- 
tion at which the art room 
would be used by new person- 
nel. In addition, the date of the 
meeting should have been 
reported as February 13 and 
references to the Special 
Education Department should 
not have been included. The 
Town Crier thanks those who 
brought these matters to our 
attention and regrets these 
errors and any confusion that 
resulted from them.) 

In another development at the 
meeting, Superintendent 
O'Donnell informed that School 
Committee that it will have a 
policy change on which to vote 
at its next meeting. The 
change calls for the elimination 
of a state driver's license as a 
means to prove residence in 
Wilmington when registering a 
student for any grade within 
the school system.

Wilmington does not need a new library 


Dear Editor: 

On the night of April 8, in 1997, 
I attended the Space needs study 
that was presented by Archetype 
Architecture to the people of 
Wilmington for the planning/man- 
agement team of municipal gov- 
ernment. When the presentation 
was over and the floor was opened 
for public comment, I presented a 
concept for building a new library 
at the Whitfield site, while using 
the present library for a new town 
hall. [suggested that the Whitfield 
be dismantled rather than be de- 
molished. The concept was met 
with a polite quietness, and no 
"comments were made relative to 
the concept, probably because the 
planning/managementteam wants 
anew glorious town hall. The popu- 
lation forecast mentioned in the 
study has not met its predicted 
growth; the population is only at 
21,000-plus and will not meet the 
predicted 25,000 in 2006. 

In the past five years a lot has 
happened: the country is in reces- 
sion, the economy is suffering, 


property taxes are upby 30 percent 
in the past few years, and, most of 
all, technology has expanded. 
Traditional libraries are now 
dinosaurs of another age, and as 
book storage facilities, the books 
go unused. Information now flows 
over the wires into our homes, via 
the small antenna dishes attached 
to many homes, and via cable. On 
a personal note, in the past 10 
years I have visited the local li- 
brary more than four times a week 
seeking information, historical 
data and source information in the 
book stock: I have been a library 
person my entire life, During nine 
of those years, Thave made nearly 
2,000 visits. In the past year I have 
only visited the library about three 
times; I no longer have a need for 


Internet as a source of informa- 
tion. For example, the entire col- 
lection of National Geographic, 
along with its table of contents, is 
at my finger tips. Ihave thrown out 
allof those yellow and black books.

WILMINGTON/TEWKS- 
BURY - Back from a great 
three weeks in Florida, 
refreshed and ready to go! If 
you are ever in southwest 
Florida, make it a point to 
drive to Sanibel Island, 10 
miles south of Fort Myers. 
Roger Torey Peterson used to 
say that the “Ding Darling” 
Wildlife Sanctuary on Sanibel 
was his favorite birding “hot 
spot” in all of North America, 
and it is easy to see why. In 
the three hours we were wan- 
dering the trails, we identified 
over 50 species of birds, 
including wood storks, white 
and glossy ibis, yellow 
crowned night herons, 
American bitterns, spoonbills 
and several species of herons, 
egrets, hawks and ducks. 

This is truly a remarkable 
sanctuary and it is good to see 
the populations of several 
once endangered species com- 
ing back strong over the last 
dozen or so years, especially 
eagles, osprey, and storks. 
Back to Wilmington: Many 
phone messages awaited our 
attention on our return, most 
were bird related. Many had 
to do with blue jays and 
crows, following up on earlier 
columns. The concensus is 
that there are loads of jays in 
Wilmington and Tewksbury, 
just not in my back yard for 
whatever the reason. My 
troop, which used to number 
eight, is now only one or two 
in number and I have no idea 
why.

1997. 

“We got together with other 
subcommittees that had envi- 
ronmental concerns,” said Ms. 
Cassidy. “We will work in part- 
nership with them to determine 
what factors, particularly envi- 
ronmental factors, could have 
caused the cancers.” 

The study found that, based 
oh statewide cancer rates, there 
were more children diagnosed 
with childhood cancers in 
Wilmington than expected. 
More than six children diag- 
nosed with cancer resided on 
the west side of Wilmington, 
including the Kelly Hill area. 

The DPH is developing a ques- 
tionnaire that will help it col- 
lect data that it can use to eval- 
uate whether Wilmington chil- 
dren diagnosed with cancer 
share any common patterns or 
risk factors, including possible 
environmentally-influenced 
factors. In addition to the ques- 
tionnaire, the DPH will be col- 
lecting information from local 
hospitals, schools, the cancer 
registry and other sources as 


they becomes available. The 
DPH will also collect environ- 
mental data from the DEP, the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) and other organ- 
izations. The DPH is asking 
approximately 125 local fami- 
lies to participate in the proj- 
ect. Some of these families 
have children with cancer and 
others do not, so comparisons 


South Tewksbury, specifically 
the area around Rocco’s 
Landfill, has also been under 
the scrutiny of the DPH. A 
health assessment conducted in 
previous years showed incon- 
clusive results.

It’s been the worst of weeks for 
Pat Taylor, but at the same time 
it’s also been the best of weeks.

Although people are more 
aware of product safety in 
today's world, for the most 
part consumers still take that 
safety for granted. The ability 
not to worry day and night 
about the food that is con- 
sumed or the reliability of the 
products that are being used in 
households and workplaces 
across the country is mainly 
due to the work being done in 


an unassuming building on 
Holton Street in Winchester. 
The one story building hous- 
es the United States Food and 
Drug Administration's (FDA) 
Winchester Engineering and 
Analytical Center (WEAC). 
The facility is one of 14 
throughout the country and it is 
the only one that tests medical 
devices for reliability and food 
for radioactive content. 
Engineering Branch 
Director Laurence Coyne said, 


"The focus is insuring the safe- 
ty of food and counter-terror- 
ism." 

Analytical Branch Director 
Martin Finkleson notes the lab 
tests over 260 foods for radioac- 
tivity on a regular basis. 

The lab also tests such 
diverse products as microwave 
ovens for radioactive leaks to 
sterile rubber gloves and con- 
doms for reliability. 

Since the FDA labs were 


restructured in 1994 dur- 
| ing cost cutting moves 


that closed four labs. Since that 
time the Winchester facility has 
focused mainly on medical 
devices. These include evaluat- 
ing such items as pregnancy 
testing kits and glucose testing 
kits to make sure they are doing 
their job properly. 

FDA spokesperson Paula 
Fairchild said, “Our role is to 
make sure that products are 
safe. In the case of medical we 
ensure that they are effective 


and labeled properly so that 
people know how to use them." 

The events of September 11 
have brought the work done by 

ie FDA to more prominence 
then ever. 

According to Fairchild, "We 
are having a big growth spurt 
right now." 


She notes that the FDA has 
about 9,000 employees and at 
least 50 percent of them work 
in the field doing inspections. 
In this area 60 people work out 
of the WEAC lab and another 
80 people doing compliance

Housing 
partnership 
in Tewksbury 


“A Local Housing 
Partnership proposed by the 
Land Use Committee has 
been approved by the Board 
of Selectmen,” notes the 
“Tewksbury Town Crier.” 

“The affirmative vote by 
the Board of Selectmen 
paves the way to have notices 
posted for the 18 possible 
positions that are needed to 
fill the available seats on the 
committee. The forming of 
the partnership will allow the 
town to be proactive, not 
reactive, in matters pertain- 
ing to affordable housing. 
Specifically, the partnership 
will help the community 
reach its state-imposed man- 
date of having 10% of hous- 
ing in town be affordable. 

“We had met with the 
Land Use Committee in 
December and proposed the 
formation of a local housing 
partnership, said Selectmen 
Chairman Charles Coppola. 

“At a previous meeting, 
selectmen reviewed the pro- 
posal for the partnership and 
made a few of its own sug- 
gestions and comments. In 
the time since, the Land Use 
Committee revised its pro- 
posal to reflect the select- 
men’s recommended 
changes, Michelle Walsh, the 
Chairperson of the Land Use 
Committee, presented the 
proposal once more. 

“In December, 
Planning Board voted unani- 
mously in favor of the part- 
nership proposal.

Cross training in 
North Reading 


“With a national unem- 
ployment rate of 5.8 percent 
and the nation in the midst 
of a recession, small and 
medium sized manufacturing 
firms across the country are 
faced with a necessity of 
changing the way they do 
things in order to survive 
and prosper,” notes the 
“North Reading Transcript.” 

“One local firm that has 
chosen to adopt lean manu- 
facturing techniques and 
cross training concepts to be 
more competitive in today's 
economy is MSM Industries 
of 60 Concord St., a third 
generation, family-owned 
firm specializing in sheet 
metal assembly and fabrica- 
tion. 

“Founded in 1943, MSM 
has been located in North 
Reading since 1968 and is run 
by President and CEO 
Leonard Sebell and his sons 
Jeff, vice president of sales 
and Bill, vice president of 
operations. 

“Leonard recalled how the 
company has changed and 
evolved from its founding in 
World War II to manufacture 


forward 


consumer products to the 
present day, with 60 employ- 
ees involved in the fabrica- 
tion of housing components 
for sophisticated high-tech 
products. 

“A big part of that evolu- 
tion has been the adoption of 
cross-training programs for 
employees that allow each 
worker to be proficient in 
various phases throughout 
the manufacturing process 
rather than stuck in one 
task. Cross-training, com- 
bined with other business 
techniques such as cellular 
manufacturing, lean and 
just-in-time manufacturing, 
have allowed MSM to keep its 
employees working while 
many other manufacturers 
are laying people off. At the 
present time, manufacturing 
employees are on a 32 hour 
week, but no one has been 
laid off.

check investigations out of the 
Stoneham office. 

Added to this will be a new 
office opening at Logan 
International Airport as well as 
offices along the Canadian bor- 
der in Maine and Vermont. 

"These people will be specif- 
ically looking at products com- 
ing into the country," Fairchild 
explained. 

Finkleson said, "We will be 
getting three new people to 
look at radioactivity as a result 
of 9/11." 

Those new people will be 
coming into a facility that has 
a long history, which includes 
the 1986 nuclear accident at 
Chernobyl in the Russian 
Ukraine and the nuclear acci- 
dent at Pennsylvania's Three 
Mile Island power plant. 

"We worked around the 
clock to test food safety,” 
Finkleson recalled. 

Pam MacKill, an engineer 
in the radioactivity lab said, 
"Essentially we are always get- 
ting ready for an emergency." 

In a normal day the lab will 
test foods grown near nuclear 
power plants and also samples 
of foods that are used in 
American embassies around 
the world. 

The lab workers not only 
find themselves developing 
standards for many of the prod- 
ucts, Fairchild said that many 
times they have to develop 
equipment for the testing of the 
newer products. 

Coyne noted that many of 
the devices they test are good 
products, "but we also get some 
quack devices." 

A passing grade for a prod- 
uct tested in the WEAC lab 
does not necessarily give it a 
recommendation. However, 
Coyne said that the test results 
could be used as evidence in 
court cases, 

According to Fairchild, the 
investigators out of the 
Stoneham office will oftentimes 
team up with the lab techs and 
engineers in Winchester to 
build criminal cases. 

What has now become the 
FDA started in 1906 when the 
Food and Drug Act was first 
passed. Cosmetics were added 
to the act in 1936. 

The act was first passed in 
response to the hue and cry 
after Upton Sinclair revealed 
the secrets of the meat indus- 
try in his book "The Jungle." In

1938 over the counter drugs 
were included when it was dis- 
covered that a pharmacist was 
using the same compounds 
found in anti-freeze in his 


syrup. 

An FDA researcher by the 
name of Francis Kelly was 
responsible for keeping the con- 
troversial drug, Thalidomide, 
from being sold legally in this 
country. 

Products can come under 
FDA scrutiny for a number of 
reasons. These include con- 
sumer complaints or even com- 
plaints from rival manufactur 
ers. 

According to Fairchild, a 
company found to be in viola- 
tion of FDA regulations and 
standards will receive a warn- 
ing letter and a period of time 
to correct the errors. 

If the corrections are not 
done within the prescribed 
period of time a recall of an 
injunction could be ordered. In 
the worst cases criminal prose- 
cution could follow. 

Not all of the work in 
Winchester results in fines or 
products being pulled from the 
shelves, 

As the result of research 
being done on electromagnetic 
infiltration, it was discovered 
that radio waves from emer- 
gency vehicles were affecting 
the electronic controls on 
motorized wheelchairs. In cer- 
tain conditions a passing ambu- 
lance or police car could cause 
a wheelchair and its occupant 
to take a turn involuntarily.

It is this same type of 
research from the Winchester 
facility that found the discov- 
ery of how cell phone usage 
can affect pacemakers and 
even airplane controls, Because 
of the findings the FDA was 
able to convince the Federal 
Communications Commission 
(FCC) to open new radio fre- 
quency channels so that a bet- 
ter separation could be 
achieved between the signals 
from cell phones and those that 
operate certain medical 
devices, 

Consumers can watch televi- 
sion and work at their comput- 
ers with the assurance that the 
screens they are watching are 
built to standards developed by 
the FDA. A small screen televi- 
sion can emit as much as 20 to

Seniors can drive safely 


For many Americans dri- 
ving is a way of maintaining 
independence. Changes that 
occur in people as they age, 
however, can affect their 
ability to drive safely. The 
following tips may help you 
determine whether physical 
changes are affecting your 
driving skills, and if so, how 
to cope with them so you 
remain a safe driver for as 
long as you can. 

1. Good vision is essential 
for good driving health. Do 
you have problems reading 
signs or recognizing someone 
you know from across the 
street? Do you have trouble 
seeing lane and pavement 
markings, other vehicles and 
pedestrians -- especially at 
dawn, dusk, or at night? 
Does the glare of oncoming 
headlights cause you discom- 
fort? 

If you have experienced 
any of these symptoms of 
declining vision, always wear 


your glasses and keep your 
prescription current. Keep 
your windshield, mirrors, 
and headlights clean, and 
your headlights aimed cor- 
rectly. If you are 60 or older, 
see an eye doctor every year. 

2. Diminished strength, 
coordination and flexibility 
can impact your ability to 
safely control your vehicle. 
Do you have trouble looking 
over your shoulder to change 
lanes, moving your foot from 
the gas to the brake pedal, or 
turning the steering wheel? 
Do you feel pain in your 
knees, legs or ankles when 
going up or down stairs? 

If you have experienced 
any of these symptoms, talk 
with your doctor about physi- 
cal therapy or medication, 
and/or stretching exercises 
and a walking or fitness pro- 
gram.

3. Driving requires divid- 
ing your attention between 
more than one situation at a 
time. Do you feel over- 
whelmed by traffic signs, 
and pedestrian and vehicle 
traffic? Do you take medica- 
tions that make your drowsy, 
or do you experience dizzi- 
ness, seizures, or losses of 
consciousness? Do you react 
slowly to normal driving situ- 
ations? 

If you do, consider plan- 
ning a route that your are 
familiar with and try to drive 
during the day (avoid rush 
hour). Keep a safe distance 
between you and the car 
ahead of you, and try to 
make left turns where green 
arrows provide protected 
turns. Scan the road continu- 
ously to anticipate future 
problems and plan your 
actions. 

Sometimes other people 
are the best judge of your 
driving ability. If someone 
has expressed concerns 
about your driving abilities, 
talk with your doctor. He or 
she can evaluate the side 
effects of the medications 
you may be taking. Consider 
taking a mature driver class 
through AAA, AARP, or a 
local driving school. Learn 
about transportation options 


in the community and con- 
sider trying them out. 


While everyone wants to 
keep driving for as long as 
possible, no one wants to be 
a threat to themselves or to 
others because they are no 
longer able to drive safely. 
Self-awareness is the key. 
With smart self-manage- 
ment, you can retain the per- 
sonal mobility that comes 
with driving, while limiting 
the risks to yourself and to 
others.

Ms Dempesy spent 8 years 
studying hearing science and 
hearing aid dispensing in edu- 
cational programs and is cur- 
rently enrolled in her 2nd doc- 
toral program during the 
evening to obtain her doctorate 
in Clinical Audiology. Ms 
Dempesy has been an audiolo- 
gist for 23 years working in 
various Harvard Teaching hos- 


pital clinics, and just prior to 
opening her own practice 5 
years ago, was director of 
Audiology at the Beth Israel 
Deaconess Medical Care 
Center for 15 years. 

For the past 10 years she 
also consulted to hospitals set- 
ting up new Audiology pro- 
grams and newly mandated 
hearing screening programs 
for newborns prior to their dis- 
charge from the hospital.

The law 
established a permanent 
endowment to fund aggres 
sive educator quality support 
programs to attract and train 
new teachers and support 
veteran educators, such as 
this program. 

“According to the law, 
teachers who achieve 
National Board certification 
and mentor new teachers are 
considered master teachers 
in the Commonwealth and 
are eligible to receive a 
bonus of up to $5,000 a year 
for up to 10 years (the length 
of the NBPTS certificate). 

“The importance of good 
teachers can not be over- 
looked as our students con- 
tinue to improve their perfor- 
mance on both the state and 
national level,’ said Governor 
Jane Swift. “We need to con- 
tinue to support our veteran 
teachers as they grow profes- 
sionally so they can not only 
help their students learn but 
share their knowledge and 
expertise with new teachers.

Mel Gibson plays real-life 
commander Harold Moore, 
while Barry Pepper plays a 
journalist (who in real-life 
collaborated with Moore to 
write the book that the film 
is based on), who were both 
present as Moore led the 
400+ men under his com- 
mand into the first bloody 
battle of the Vietnam War, a 
shoot-out that lasted 34 days 
in 1965 in a remote highland 
area where they were cut off 
from other American forces 
and then surrounded by more 
than 2,000 Vietnamese 
troops.

Review: The last time we 
saw the vampire Lestat, the 
main character in author 
Anne Rice’s “Vampire 
Chronicles” series, on the big 
screen he was portrayed by 
Tom Cruise in ‘Interview 
with the Vampire’. 

This time around he is 
embodied by Stuart 
Townsend, who does a poor 
job of carrying on the tradi- 
tion as the blood-sucking, 
rock-and-roll singing vam- 
pire. In this story, which 
bears the title of one of 
Rice’s novels but actually 
combines the plots from two 
of them, Lestat takes his 
rock act on the road, spread- 
ing the message of the 
underworld until he unlocks 
the spirit of Akasha, the 
vampire queen for whom the 
film is named. Akasha is 
played by the late pop star 
Aaliyah. There is a certain 
eeriness to watching a dead 
person play a vampire on 
screen, and she makes the 
most of her screen time and 
what little plot direction she 
was given by the script.
